by their Companions, and Civil Right leaves 
Religious Right to fhift for it felf. 

As to Difcretion, I muft leave them to An- 
fwer forit; ifthe Proteftants ever had a Power, 
their Religion and Liberties fecur’d, to have 
made Peace with the Emperor, they ought ta 
have done it, and to have oblig’d that part of 
the Mulecomtents, whofe Claim was only Civil 
Right, to have acquiefe'd. 

But if the Milchief of Ambicion affected them 
all, and fhut their Eyes againft their own Inte- 
reft, i2the-Moment when only it might be fe- 
cur’d with Advantage ; they were certainly to 
bjame in that, without any Retleétion upon ei- 
ther the Juftice of their Caufe, or the Lawful- 
nefs of their taking up Arms to Defend it.

How often I muft Repeat, That I believe 
their Taking up Aris to be on juftifyable 
Grounds, I know not; but no Man will ever 


prevail with me to fay, that they carried it o 
felves wi 
they might have fecur’d it; becaule tis plain 
"twas not fo. 


And this is that I calla want of Moderation 


and all that 1 have faid, or can jay of the Dete# 
of that Jammortal Principle, will be found true of 
thefe Miferable Peuple. 

It overtarn’d all their Property, Ruin’d the 
very Conftitution, gave their Enemies a better 
Right to Treat them ill, than ever they-had be- 
fore 3.and made thent exceed the Bounds ofall 
manner of Humanity. The want of Aoderatie 
ox in them, made them Provoke their Enemies. 
to an unjiftifiableextromity ; the want of Mos 
deration intheir Enemies, pelh’d them beyond 
all manuer of bounds. 

This fack’d their Tewns, broke their Capi 
tulations, defolated their Country, ruin’ their 
Palaces, demolith’d their Churches, and exer- 
cisdalf the Barbarities that immoderate Re- 
venge, whetted by immoderate Ptovocation, 
could pertorm. 

I cannot tranfmit a Catalogue of the Prote- 
ftants Suferings in thofe Countries; it cannot 
be expected trom the inrperfeé&t Accounts we 
have had of them ; J am willing to graatas muuch 
as the worft Advocate for them can pretend to, 
And tho’ what I. am going to fay, can 
by no means juftific Count Carragft, far his Us 
faze of them, yet that ai] was the Confequence 
of their Want of Refiegtion in their Profperitv, 
and refufing good Conditions, when offer’d 
them, is moft certain ; and there I leave it.

Jc. and falls on the Man with the Butt-end 
of his Whip; the Shopkeeper, unwilling to 
hort his Lordfhip, but fore’d to it by this vio- 
lence, beftow’d a.dufting upon him, and fairly 
threth’d him tohis Heart’s Content ; and when 
he had done, carried him before this Gentle- 
man, the Recorder of the City, demanding 
Jaitice upon him, which he could aot deny, and 
fo bound him over. 

As to Levying Money, @%c. that was upon 
Conviétion of his prophane Swearing, which
